How universally all men turn to Christ. 
Who in trouble ever prays to Socrates? 
How isolated and all-sufficient does Christ’s 
simple Saviourship stand out in our direst 
needs, 

When you inquire how Jesus is. Saviour 
you ask a man to defend his church. The 
fact is the simplest and sublimest revyela- 
tion. To avail of itis but to enter into his 
experiences, his character. How blessed 
that it is above revelation through learning 
and fine art. Yet how blessed that sci- 
ence, and architecture, and finest and most 
delicate art, and sweetest melody of sound, 
and daintiest touch of pencil, and softest 
line of chisel, and culture—mental in the 
philosophies, or geographies, or mathemat- 
ics, or chemistries; physical in the fields of 
the herbalist or husbandman, by all the 
forges and the furrows—how blessed that all 
human work and thought only illuminate 
the Saviourship of Jesus, and never once 
contradict it. He asks none of these side- 
lights to reveal him; but the poorest and 
most ignorant and needy may find him by 
the short cut of faith and affection. 

This is the grand thought of Scripture— 
that Jesus Christ is the Saviour of the 
world. Moses, and the prophets, and the 
apostles were burdened to utter this. We 
call their writings “sacred” for this reason. 
Jesus Saviour solves all perplexities, in- 
volves and implies aN else, is all-sufficient. 
As we enter into the mystery of Christ’s 
sensations, we experience salvation. As 
we are pure, we know him. As we are 
true, we are like him. As we love, we are 
transformed into his image. So it is very 
simple, this theology, after all. Faith,and 
love are only theological expressions for 
likeness. This is the mystery of mysteries. 
He is most like Jesus who has put all his 
highest and holiest facultiesin play. And, 
as truth, and purity, and love are eternal, he 
has eternal life. He has incorporated the 
meat of all bodies of divinity. Now, 
around this experience and this fact hangs 
the Christian Church, as loosely as uncouth 
garments. It serves this truth as scaffold- 
ings do edifices, and is no more important. 
When the most dismal sectarist comes to the 
valley of the shadow, this side of the celes- 
tial mountains, Chnist does not reveal him- 
self as the electionist nor as the immersion- 
ist.

He had one su- 
pereminent purpose, one work—viz., ‘to save 
men; one abounding characteristic, the key 
the mystery of his person—viz., his 
fiviourship. Compared to this all ques- 
tions concerning him are incidental. He is 
‘necessity to human thought simply as a 
Saviour. He dawns in prophecy only in 
his capacity. Prophets and kings in the 
Qld Testament are called Saviours simply 
Wshadows of Jesus. Isaiah, with Messi- 
mic premonition, says, “He shall send 
them a Saviour, a greatone.” As the time 
iravs near, Joseph is commanded, “Thou 
thalt call his name Jesus (Saviour); for he 
tall save his people from their sins.” And 
lle angels, gathering up the substance 
of all that had been promised, pro- 
tkim, “For unto you is born this day, 
ithe City of David, Saviour, which is 
Christ the Lord.” This alone is the central 
wl elear and useful idea.

It wants the autograph of the 
Deity affixed to it. It is not a revelation 
from God, but simply an inference of rea- 
son. It answers no questions upon the au- 
thority of God. It leaves the Deity in the 
state of absolute silence. It utterly fails to 
place God in a social attitude relatively to 
man. Astothe problem for the cure of 
sin and the salvation of the sinner, it sheds 
not the faintest ray. 

We do not by these views intend any 
disparagement of reason; far from it. Our 
object is rather to show that the self-cam- 
placent Rationalist, in laughing at the idea 
of the supernatural in religion, and reject- 
ing the Bible for this reason, is not a true 
and faithful expounder of the facts. He 
does not reason according to the facts, and 
he certainly does not account for them. 
His position is in conflict with the fixed 
and established experience of the world. 
How happens it that he is so much wiser 
than the rest of mankind? He says that he 
can dispense with the supernatural—indeed> 
that he will not have it at all; but the 
general experience of the race gives a very 
different utterance. We advise the skepti- 
cal Rationalist to review the facts once 
more. Perhaps he will see some mistake 
in his mode of reasoning, and learn to think 
better of the Bible as the revealed Word of 
God. 





CHRISTIAN UNION. 


BY REV. EDWARD F. CUTTER, D.D. 

Tue topic of “Christian Union” is often 
brought before the public, and is awaken- 
ing increasing interest and attention. There 
is a growiug conviction that it is not only 
desirable, but essential, to the fullest devel- 
opment of Christian effort and the high- 
est success of Christian labor. But it is 
too often discussed in vague, indefinite 
terms, as if there was a shrinking from 
meeting the question fairly and frankly, 
and putting the issue boldly on the only 
true ground. We hear a great deal of the 
importance and the blessedness of such 
union; but little of what it is, and must 
be, in order to be any real union at all. 

The starting-point evidently is to define 
true Christian union. Such a definition 
recognizes the one common bond which 
unites, and so unites that minor and sec- 
ondary differences may not be allowed to 
divide or separate. This bond is beauti- 
fully expressed by, the Apostle as “ hold- 
ing the head.” The unity of the head 
unites the members to it and to each other. 
They are many, the head but one, making 
one body. There must be this union to 
the head, else there can be no communion 
among the members. 

If Christ be not received as the Divine 
Redeemer, Saviour, Mediator, Intercessor, 
and King, whose blood is the only atone- 
ment for sin, whose name is the only ap- 
proach in prayer, and whose spirit alone 
sanctifies for Heaven; if faith in him and his 
cross, and supreme consecration to his 
service, be not acknowledged the controlling 
obligation of heart and life—then we can- 
not sympathize together in the deepest 
experiences of the spiritual life, nor in the 
communion of prayer at the mercy-seat. 
Weare not one; and when we “compare 
notes” in our daily walks as to the soul’s 
hopes and fears, joys and sorrows, trials 
and conflicts, or bow in prayer before God, 
we no not find a communion of heart, or a 
unity of spirit. The Pharisee and Publican 
cannot be in union. No more can he to 
whom Christ is “all and in all” be in union 
with him who denies the name of Jesus— 
who recognizes only the Divine Teacher, 
but disallows the Divine Saviour. 

In order then to true Christian union, we 
must be one in Christ, receiving as the com- 
mon faith which makes us one those great 
truths that cluster around the cross of 
Christ, and bring man, the sinner, in hum- 
ble dependence on the atoning Lamb of 
God, to seek for pardon only there. 

Here is a ground of union—a solid 
ground; and here all the Evangelical 
churches claim to stand together. And 
here is a basis for real union, in which the

A WEEK AT CAPE COAST. 

Ir was not a pleasure trip that first made 
me acquainted with that strange old En- 
glish settlement on the shores of Africa; 
nor was it with intent to pick up afew shin- 
ing guineas from the land which gave them 
name and birth; but simply because I 
could not help it, that I stood one day alone 
and a stranger on the glittering beach of 
Cape Coast Castle. 

At the very outset, for the sake of being 
understood, let me explain that I am a 
woman. Not a strong-minded woman, 
who fears no creature nor circumstance, 
but, like Ida Pfeiffer, is perfectly at ease in 
the society of the king of the Cannibal 
Islands; ne, not even one of that larger 
tlass, a romantic woman, who would give 
her best bonnet to have an interesting ad- 
venture fall to her lot. On the contrary, so 
weak-minded and matter-of-fact am I that, 
at the moment I quitted the steamer—the 

last link between me and the civilized world 
—and stood on that desolate beach, I would 
have given thousands (but that my purse 
held neither dollar nor cowrie) to have 
been at once transported to familiar scenes. 
The governor of the place, hearing that a 
white lady was on board, politely sent his 
own boat to where the steamer lay at an- 
chor, with an invitation to his house, by the 
hand of a young officer, who was to escort 
me thither. We pushed off from the ves- 
sel,and for some moments my attention 
‘was absorbed by the strange jabber and un- 
couth gestures of the native rowers. When 
at last I turned to address my companion, 
I perceived that the hospitality he had re- 
ceived on board the steamer had proved too 
much for him, and that he was not in a state 
to give acoherent answer. I presently dis- 
tovered also that the something in the bot- 
tom of the boat, rolling against my 
feet at every movement, was another 
Englishman, in a state of lifeless intoxica- 
tion. We reached the shore; and it was 
then, in the full blaze of a tropical sun, that 
I stood on the beach, overshadowed by the 
venerable castle, alone. It was uncomfort- 
ably Robinson Crusoeish for a moment; 
but I presently heard the wild cries of the 
natives at a little distance, engaged in their 
Fetish dance, and then—blessed sight—a 
white man, ot drunk, walked up to me, 
and offered to show the way to the Govern- 
ment Houst, Before we reached there, my 

Appointed escort, Sergeant ——, appeared. 

His hair, whiskers, and habiliments were 

dripping with sea-water, and his mind re- 

stored to its balance by the thorough 
firenching given him by a black boatman, 
with whom he had picked a quarrel. 

This was my mtroduction to English 
society ; the half-dozen individuals of that 
nation whom I had met in all my previous 
life having become too Americanized to 
allow any disagreeable exposure of their 
native John Bullisms. My impressions 
may be easily inferred. A few moments 


more and we were in the Government 
House, and in presence of my honorable 


host. 


Were I ever to write a novel, I would 
tertainly introduce that man as one of the 
vharactefs. He impressed me from the 
first glance as one whose proper place was 
hot in this living, breathing world ; but be- 
tween the leaves'of some quaint old book. 
The tall, attenuated frame, the face of that 
death-like tint peculiar to white men who 
have long resided in a tropical climate, re- 
minded one of a parchment bag filled with 
bones. There were nervous twitchings of 
the muscles, giving at times an expression 
to the features almost demoniac. This, as 
be afterward told me, was occasioned by a 
malady called “Le trouble du diable,” which 
affected him at times like, as he described 
it, an iron hand clutching his heart.

feelings and thoughts without effort; and 
not through my mouth, but each little 
change of countenance, each gesture was 
interpreted. At the same time he talked 
volubly, yet with such caution that day by 
day my acquaintance with him lessened in- 
stead of increasing. Of him the governor 
said, “ We have lived years together, sleep- 
ing under one roof, eating at one table; yet 
we are strangers.” The chief-justice was 
a Jesuit. Perhaps that explains all. 

The days of my involuntary visit sub. 
sided into a weaflsome monotony. My 
apartments were well-furnished and cheer- 
ful, but beyond the sound of human voices ; 
and in them I was expected to remain, ex- 
cept when at meals. At regular intervals 
a little wooly-headed fellow appeared at 
the door, shouting the announcement, va- 
ried according to the hour, “ Coffee,’sa’ar !” 
“Breakfast, sa’ar!” etc. As the boy’s 
knowledge of English society was limited 
to the masculine element, it is not likely 
the word “ma'am” was in his vocabulary. 
I passed most of the time at the window, 
having neither books, nor that ennué de- 
stroyer for womanhood, sewing, within 
reach. It amused me to watch the Fantee 
mothers, with their babes supported by 
blocks of wood strapped to their backs. 
These blocks, occupying the position 
which the old-fashioned bustle did among 
civilized belles, formed an indispensable 
portion of a lady’s dress. The ample 
and sometimes handsome shawl-sized cloths 
which formed the entire dress were so 
arranged as to display the block beneath to 
the greatest advantage. Perhaps it is an 
error to call this garmont the entire dress; 
for an Afrieam beauty would more willingly 
dispense with this thau the bracelets, an- 
klets, and necklaces that are shown to such 
advantage on their dark skins. As toorna- 
ments, I have seen little ones in their 
mothers’ arms with no other clothing than 
lumps of gold tied on their heads, arms, 
ankles, and about the waist; a costly, but 
rather too much of a fancy, dress. Occa- 
sionally there would pass a coal-black 
beauty, attired in civilized clothes, and those 
of the richest kind. The laces, silks, and 


surpassed by those exhibited from year to 
year at our fashionable watering-places. It 
did look singular—ebony in such costly 
setting. The mystery was solved as I be- 
came familiarized with the customs of Cape 
Coast. As is well known, this point has for 
many years been held by the Enzlish as a 
mnilitary station, and the old castle is filled 
with soldiers and officers. These men, with 
here and there an honorable exccption, 
leave their wives and children at home. 
The deadliness of the climate to foreigners 
is sufficient reason for this. Once releascd 
from the restraints of pub'ic opinion, these 
men marry, “country fash,” the native 
women, live with them, and rear families 
for the few years that government keeps 
them stationed there, then leave the poor 
wretches, raised by their fine dress and 
smattering of English customs rather above 
their own people, yet without one idea of 
civilization, except its crime, to a miserable | 
existence. These marriages are annuled | 
the moment the husband leaves the coast. | 
The more humane among them often pro- 
vide for the future of their children by hay- 
ing them sent to England for an education. 
I saw some of this class (girls), who by the 
second generation are almost white, and 
usually good-looking, who had spent several 
years in England at school, and had then 
returned to their native land, with no hope, 
no possibility in life, but to follow with 
greater success the ways of their mothers. 
On this awful state of things it is needless 
here to moralize. At the time it struck me 
with such horror that I longed to get away 
from that atmosphere of moral pestilence. 
It may seem strange that I was there at all. 
Already I have said it was a matter of 
necessity; and I had no choice until the 
vessel arrived which should take me home- 
ward. I remained at the governor’s, because 
under his protection and roof was, I was 
often assured, the only place of safety in the 
town. 

The holy festival of Christmas came 
round. In the morning I went to church, 
and heard for the first time an intoned 
service of the English Church—or rather 
sueh a parody of it that I have never since 
been tempted to indulge in the fancies of 
ritualism. A choir of black boys, in white 
robes, chanted words which they could not 
pronounce, much less understand. The 
congregation was eomposed of English- 
men, each leading in a dark-skinned beau- 
ty. The duties of the day over, the festivi- 
ties began. At the Government House a 
large dinner-party was assembled ; whereat 
I, being the only lady, received more atten- 
tion than falls to the lot of even a belle in 
our own country, where the fair sex usually 
outnumbers the other. That evoning I was 
pressed to join the gentlemen in that re. 
freshing beverage, the enjoyment of which 
occupies about half the time at the castle. 
The governor, laughing at my repeated re- 
fusals, told me that each of the few Eng- 
lish women who had ever come out 
there had refused at first; but had 
ere long been forced to resort to drinking, 
in order to forget their sorrows.

AN INCIDENT OF WASHINGTON 
ALLSTON. 


BY HEZEKIAH BUTTERWORTH. 


Tue inner life of Washington Allston, 
the eminent American painter, was as pure 
as it was sunny; and few men have left be- 
hind them an example more attractive and 
beautiful. As the canvas on his easel 
year after year displayed the sublime scenes 
of the patriarchal and apostolic age, and 
glimpses and foreshadowings of the world 
of glory, so he himself grew patriarchal in 
aspect and apostolic in Christian graces, 
and saw Heaven reflected in the emerald 
fields of spring and the mellow tints of au- 
tumn,in the burnished gold of the sunset, 
and the argental sheen on the evening skies 
and waters. Those who ennoble art, art 
ennobles; and such are surrounded by an 
atmosphere of love, a morning twilight of 
glory such as calls home to the mind of the 
wanderer from the better life thoughts of 
the purity, happiness, and loving compan- 
ionship of the abode of God and the an- 
gels. As the patriarchal Haydn stood amid 
the lengtheniug shadows of the declivity of 
life, his mind seemed to roam away from 
the transient beauties and fading pomps of 
earth,to the mellow light and perpetual love- 
liness of the unseen world. Sitting among 
nobles and connoisseurs in a spacious and 
crowded hall in Vienna, and listening for the 
last time to his great masterpiece, the “ Ora- 
torio of the Creation,” he waved his hand 
heavenward at the words “Let there be 
light,” and exclaime’, in holy elevation and 
rapture, “It comes from there.” Haydn 
was no more Haydn amid scenes like these ; 
but an ethereal being detained on earth by 
the loose fetter of mortality. 

“Like perfumes of the wind, 
Which none may stay or bind, 
The beautiful came floating through his soul.”” 

Poets have aimed to sing the Bible in 
strains as mellifluous and seductive as the 
Hebrew bards, who caught their inspiration 
from Heaven; and painters have sought to

winding Charles. There are those whose 
life isa sermon and whose influence is as 
sweet and holy as a psalm. Such was 
Allston. 

When Allston, in early life, was pursu- 
ing his studies and vocation in London, his 
purse was slender and his expenses were 
heavy ; and, to relieve himself from pecun- 
iary embarrassment, he once produced a 
picture that, on reflection, he deemed un_ 
worthy of his genius. His fame was estab- 
lished, and it found a ready sale, and 
brought him a considerable sum. One 
evening, a3 he was sitting alone, his mind 
reverted to the picture. The thought im- 
pressed him with great force that to a 
prurient taste and perverted imagination 
the influence of the scene might be evil. 
He felt that he had done an unworthy 
thing in parting with a picture whose 
moral influence was questionable. What if 
some weak and erring soul should behold 
it, and, connecting with it immoral associ- 
ations, hasten with accelerated steps on 
its downward way. The tender conscience 
and susceptible nature of Washington 
Allston was shocked at the thought of ex- 
erting an evil influence. Could he purchase 
that picture back again? Perhaps. But he 
needed the money. What was moncy to 
manhood, to a retrospect of an unsullied 
character, toasereneand smiling past? His 
harmonious character should suffer no de- 
fect, his conscience should be trammeled 
by no festering burden. Come what would, 
Washington Allston resolved that, if possi- 
ble, he would have that picture back again. 
He purchased it, cast it into the fire, and 
then went forth beneath the pure arch of 
heaven and the light of God’s loving coun- 
tenance, with a clear conscience and a sym- 
metrical character, 8 Christian and a man.

‘BE SOCIAL. 
BY REV. ALEXANDER CLARK. 


In most churches there is one great want. 
It is a want of sociality among the mem- 
bers. It may arise,in part, from the fact 
that there is so little opportunity for them 
to become acquainted with one another. If 
so, then systems of worship should be so 
modified or supplemented as to afford such 
opportunities, This finger-tip, if touch-at- 
all, kind of Christianity, is too fastidious 
and formal a thing to win the hearts of the 
people. The religion that triangles itself on 
the face like slices of persimmon pie, peak 
downward, is not the kind of picty that 
human beings who truly hunger after 
righteousness shall ever learn to relish. 
There should be more naturalness, even if 
human nature és depraved. Better have it 
depraved than not to have it atall. It is 
something that can be worked up into the 
higher, the better, the divine. Every wor- 
shiper should permit his ordinary week- 
day countenance to accompany him to the 
sanctuary on Sabbath; for when he puts on 
the solemn one day only out of every seven, 
and wears it into his pew, the fit is awk- 
ward. In it he makes such a ludicrous 
piciure that it causes an observing preacher 
a gratuity of amusement that he doesn’t 
need in the pulpit. 

There are Christians who commune at 
the Lord’s table for years, and yet never 
learn the names, the sentiments, the char- 
acters, the tendencies, much less the sym- 
pathies and spiritual conditions, of their 
brethren and sisters. They call themselves 
a family of God’s children; and yet draw 
mammon lines and levels, pass one another 
in the street unrecognized, save as the 
world suggests. They have never learnt 
any heart-manners in church, and go about 
as much in abeyance to the world’s fashions 
as possible. Outside society arranges their 
companionships, after all. 

It is hardly possible or proper, perhaps, 
for churchmembers to cultivate personal 
acquaintanceships on the Sabbath. The 
public service of the sanctuary, either in its 
preliminaries or its closings, affords no 
appropriate opportunity for anything more 
than a single word or an occasional hand- 
grasp; yet these have a magic power. 
Neither does the prayer-mecting or the 
Sunday-school provide sufficient facilities 
for this important part of Christian duty 
and influence. How, then, shall the mem- 
bers of a church become more familiar with 
one another? We have thought that it 
would be an excellent plan for the minis- 
ter to announce from the pulpit, once in 
every month, that, on a certain week-day 
evening, thagbyrch would be opened and 
lighted, the choir present, and that all 
were invited to come, bringing their friends 
who might be occasional worshipers with 
them, to have a pleasant, social time to- 
getber, talking {freely and promiscuously as 
in a home parlor. From such an announce- 
ment, the Marthas of the congregation 
would be apt to think of an additional 
attraction for all—viz., a supper in the lec- 
ture-room. There is no place where tim- 
idity and unacquaintedness may be so 
completely overcome as at a well-ordered 
social supper-table. 

Somathing like this would at cnce inter- 
est all the friends of any church, and afford 
the opportunity to consult together in the 
interesis of the membership; would win 
friends from the world, and attach them to 
a cause that shows its heart and hand; 
and might be the means of increasing and 
operating in a wonderful manner the other 
appliances of the Gospel. 

The children, also, might be present, and 
add to the enjoyment of the occasion by 
singing their favorite songs. 

An evening each month thus employed 
would bring the members and friends of a 
church face to face, and excite a mutual in- 
terest and sympathy, such as the ordinary 
religious services might never achieve. 
And what an advantage to the minister to 
see his people all together as social 
friends, to hear their voices, and learn their 
habits of thought and life in company, as’ 
well as from pastoral calls at their places of 
abode! How such a mingling of soul would 
bind a churchmembership, young and old, 
rich and poor, into oneness of aim and 
work, as well as in oneness of name and 
and worship! 

After supper, a short speech might be in 
order, a familiar hymn, a brief exhortation 
@ prayer, or any exercise that any loving 
heart might suggest to other loving hearts 
around. The more freedom from form the 
better. Then, at the close of the interview; 
the doxology, the benediction, shake of 
hands, and happy “ good-nights.” Would 
not Such an arrangement be orthodox 
enough for the most fastidious congrega- 
tion in Christendom ?

MRS, CHILD'S ROMANCE uF THE 
BEPUBLIC.* 


Mrs. Curip has written much and writ- 
ten weH. In the very opening of her lite- 
rary life she uttered brave words for the 
black race enslaved. Now, as that life 
moves to its noble close, she gathers up her 
shining talents, and offers them as her last 
gift to the black race despised. Since the 
day when her strong pen wrote “An Ap- 
peal in Favor of that Class of Americans 
called Africans,” it has never made a feeble 
stroke nor written a false word. 

She had imagination, fancy, color, grace. 
She had scholarship, thought jnyention 
She had rare patience, assiduity, tireless- 
ness. But, more than all, she had a robust 
honesty, a sense of justice, a wide, and 
deep, and healthy love of humanity, which 
rarely falls to women of genius. Her intel- 
lect was masculine in the best sense of that 
word; her heart was feminine in the fullest 
significance of this. Whither conscience 
pointed her feet were turned. But to her 
affluant nature, duty put on ever the guise 
of love; and she went singing into dreary 
places, unconscious of her heroism, and of 
her sacrifices, 

So the unpopular side of things had no 
braver champion than she. Vexed ques- 
tions had no student more impartial. Tra- 
ditions found no judge at once more rev- 
erent and more fearless. To her the beauty 
of outward things was greatly to be de- 
sired; but the beauty of nobility was the 
one glory of earth. 

This was the woman to whom, in her 
early womanhood, the voice of God said, 
“Write.” This is the women who, through 
forty years of service, has answered only to 
the voice of God. And this is the reason 
that the book which she gives us at sixty- 
five has the strength, the color, the fresh- 
ness that were in her morning work. A 
white soul, a pure heart cannot grow old, 
for goodness is immortal. 

The motive of this story, which the au- 
thor properly calls a romance, rather than a 
novel, is the caste prejudice against the 
black blood. For, though circumstances 
shape the career of the characters, and 
though the physical horrors of slavery 
touch more than one of them, it is thig 
blind and bitter prejudice which is the real 
persecutor, the real element of tragedy. For 
tragic the book is, although it deals but 
shrinkingly with death, and leaves high 
heroics to novelists of a different school. 

It is the terrible story of the life of two 
quadroon girls, sisters, born as chattels, 
and reared as dear daughters, to be left 
helpless in a community which sanctioned 
their degradation end denied their woman- 
hood. By strange ways, seeming often 
improbable, never impossible, to one who 
knows the wonderful history of escaping 
slaves, they are saved from bondage, 
divided, and, after years of separation, ard 
Red Sea passages of danger, reunited. We 
do not wish to tell the story here, but only 
to whisper that premonitory lisp of com- 
fort which all tender-hearted novel readers 
beg for before opening a new book—“ It 
comes out well.” 

Its pictares of languid, luxurious South- 
ern life are warm, and soft with Southern 
beauty. Its sketches of character are clcar, 
strong, natural. Rosa is less impressive in 
the story fhanin the author’s conception.

PHILADELPHIA HORTICULTU- 
RAL EXHIBITION, 


New York is not alone the center of 
great and good things. Too often she lets 
the prize of superiority be borne off by 
other contestants, much to her own dis- 
credit. The American Institute Fair, now 
in exhibition in this city, is lamentably de- 
ficient in many articles of agricultural and 
horticultural interest ; and this deficiency 
especially marked when a compaiison is 
made with the Fair just held in Pleiladel- 
phia. We have here in this city, and in Its 
suburbs, the means to make a horticultural 
exhibition of surpassing beauty and on the 
grandest scale ; and yet we have not belicld 
here for many years anything approaching 
the excellence of that of our Philadelphia 
neighbor. Our latent abilities must be more 
strongly brought out, and all must contrib- 
ute, from the highest to the lowest. 

In witnessing the Philadelphia Horticul- 
tural Exhibition, we were impressed with

We have not room to speak much of the 
vegetables, which were large and of splen- 
did appearance; nor of the ornamental 
plants, which were the finest part of the 
fair.
